The worst evil with which Ru ssia 
tyng to contend is not the ty ranny of 
a bloody czar, great as that evil is, 
bu t it is the bru tality and ignorance 
of the masses of the people of that 


u nfortu nate cou ntry* 
The ty ranny of a czar or of a ru l­ 
ing class can be thrown off by force, 
bu t ignorance and bru tality can he 
effaced only by long y ears of effort 
It is significant that with the re­ 
ports of popu lar u prisings of the Ru s­ 
sian revolu tionists invariably 
come 
stories of ou trages against the help­ 
less and inoffensive Jews. 
This is the darkest clou d in the 
Ru ssian horizon, for it shows that the 
m ass of the people are u nfit to solve 
the problems of self government. 
A 
people who do not recognize the rights 
of others are incapable of preserving 
their own liberties. 
Real liberty cannot exist except in 
obedience to law. 
The mere absence 
of the czar's au thority may mean an 
archy in Ru ssia, bu t it will not mean 
liberty u ntil the Ru ssian people are 
tau ght to respect the natu ral rights 


of others. 
Centu ries of oppression have pu t 
their stamp u pon the masses, and it 
will requ ire y ears of labor and prob­ 
ably oceans of blood to convert the 
debased and ignorant peasant into a 
law-abiding, 
law-loving, 
intelligent 
freeman. 
This is the gigantic task that is be­ 
fore Ru ssia, a task that even her edu ­ 
cated, cu ltu red class seems u nfitted 
to perform. 
The fu tu re of that u n­ 
happy cou ntry is shrou ded in deepest 
glo o m. 


I am a great believer in the pro fane 
ax io m that the Lo rd helps tho se who 
help themselves, say s the edito r o f 
the Osbo rne Farmer. 
Yo u will no - 


tice that the man who gets ou t and 
hu stles for something to eat is fatter 
than the chu mp who sits in his hou se 
all day waiting for the Lord to come 
along and leave him a well cooked 
roast. 
I u sed to know a man who 
had su ch faith in the Lord providing 
for him that he refu sed to work and 
had the repu tation of being the laziest 
man in town. 
The Lord may have 
helped him in some way s, bu t He 
didn’t help him pay his debts, and 
the debts were never paid.

immediately altered his mind and re­ 
quested the merchant, 
who 
knew 
nothing of his intentions, to ex cuse 
him from the barg ain, and left the 
store empty handed. 
“The house was crowded with men 
and women when Major Barlow arose 
to speak and almost

speaker’s desk 
sat 
Colonel Fraim. 
When the major reached that portion 
of his speech which was obnox ious to
